DE 197 23 676 discloses a method for loading program applications to a chip 
card after the chip card has been handed out to the user. The teaching's central 
principle is that programs to be loaded are distributed by the operating system of the 
chip card to available free physical addresses and/or physical segments in a memory 
of the chip card by means of logical addresses and/or logical segments. Based on this 
central issue, two variants are provided. 

According to the first variant, the operating system puts the applications to be 
loaded to physical start addresses. A table of the physical start addresses is created 
and the addresses therein are managed by a memory management unit. The physical 
start addresses of the table are added to logical addresses by an address adder in order 
to obtain physical addresses, which are deposited in a logical address space.

According to the second variant, the programs to be loaded are put and/or 
linked to arbitrary segment limits and/or logical segments of the memory. The 
programs to be loaded are distributed by the operating system to the free physical 
segments and the logical segments are associated with the physical segments in a 
table by means of modifying the most significant address bits by the memory 
management unit.
